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Jena, Mart. This is the heart of the student 
life in Jena. Here stands the picturesque Town 
Hall, and here is a statue of the founder of Jena 
University, the elector Johann-Friedrich. Here too 
is the Bismarck Fountain, a memorial of a visit from 
the Iron Chancellor, erected by Professor Hilde¬ 
brand in 1002. 
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
